David Reader hopes last 
night’s vigil for his mur¬ 
dered son is the last one. 

It was three years ago 
19-year-old Jonathan Read¬ 
er was found on the inter¬ 
section of Radcliffe Drive 
and Dunbrack Street in 
Halifax. He was bleeding 
from a massive head 
wound and he later died in 
the hospital. 

Several hundred people 


attended last night’s can¬ 
dlelight vigil at the inter¬ 
section where Jonathan 
was found. 

While police blocked off 
the road, people dropped 
off flowers around a lamp- 
post with pictures of 
Jonathan taped to it. A 
prayer was said for healing 


and justice, then the fami¬ 
ly hugged and cried with 
supporters. 

“I really don’t think we 
could have gotten through 
the last three years with¬ 
out all of you,” David told 
the somber crowd. “It gives 
us strength as a family, it 
motivates us more. It’s an 


honour to our son and we 
really thank you for that.” 

Police say they’re closer 
to finding out what hap¬ 
pened to Jonathan after he 
left the Pacifico Bar and 
Grill, then stopped at the 
Dutch Village Road Esso 
station. Less than an hour 
later he was found uncon¬ 
scious. 

There’s some relief that 
even three years later, the 
police haven’t shut down 
the investigation and 
called it a cold case. 

“We live on hope be¬ 


cause we really can’t find 
peace until we know 
who’s been caught,” David 
told reporters last night. 

The support from the 
community is healing — 
especially on the day that 
brings back raw emotions, 
David said. But he hopes 
by next year the murder 
will be solved and there 
will be no need for anoth¬ 
er vigil. 

“In my heart every year I 
hope that,” he said. “But 
the community is showing 
us that they’re behind us.”

Cops target drivers 
using cellphones

Transportation Minister 
Murray Scott is calling for a 
crackdown on drivers who 
break the law by continuing 
to use handheld cellphones, 
but police say the situation 
is under control. 

Last week, police officers 
in New Glasgow observed 
56 motorists breaking the 
cellphone bylaw in a five- 
hour period, raising ques¬ 
tions about how the new 
law was enforced in HRM. 

“We do need that 
stepped-up enforcement,” 
Scott said yesterday. “We al¬ 
so need to inform the pub¬ 
lic that this is against the 
law now.” 

As of April 1, it is illegal to 
use a handheld cellphone 
while operating a vehicle, 
including when stopped at 
traffic lights or stop signs. 

“I know at first, the police 


were trying to ensure they 
gave the province time to 
adjust,” Scott said. “I think 
now, when you see these 
kinds of results, obviously 
we need to continue to be 
strong in enforcing the 
law.” 

Theresa Rath, spokes¬ 
woman for Halifax Regional 
Police, said the department 
has been carrying out the 
law since Day 1. 

“We felt there was ade¬ 
quate education and we 
moved directly to enforce¬ 
ment,” she said. In fact, the 
traffic unit focused on cell¬ 
phones and seatbelts in July. 

Meanwhile, one unlucky 
woman who did pull over to 
answer he cellphone was 
robbed yesterday afternoon. 
She stopped at Mumford 
Road and Romans Ave. to 
take a call when an intoxi¬ 
cated white man in his 50s 
took her cash and bank 
cards at knifepoint. The 
woman was not injured.

Office buildings downtown to drive up 
rental prices, real estate expert warns

Office buildings will be 
shooting up in downtown 
Halifax, but a real estate 
consultant says a construc¬ 
tion boom is premature. 

Even though vacancy 
rates are the lowest in 30 
years, Alexandra Baird 
Allen, a consultant with 
Turner Drake and Partners, 
said putting up new offices 
doesn’t make sense. 

According a recent rental 
survey, the average rental 
rate downtown is $18 per 
square foot, which is too 
low to recoup construction 
costs. Baird Allen said rates 
would have to be around 
$28 a square foot for new 


constmction to be prof¬ 
itable. 

The reason it’s so cheap 
downtown — even with an 
historic low vacancy — is 
because office space is avail¬ 
able in areas outside of 
downtown like Bayers Lake 
and Burnside. And these 
days businesses don’t need 
a downtown presence. 

New office buildings will 
increase the general rent in 
downtown, Baird Allen 
said. 

“It does eventually creep 
up,” she said. “Rental rates 
won’t shoot up over night 
because a lot of people are 
in three to five year leases, 
but in order for constmc¬ 
tion to be feasible, rental 
rates are going to have to 
go up.”

• ECL Developments has 
plans for a 22-storey office 
tower called International 
Place on the Triangle Lands 
on Barrington Street. 

• Nicknamed the Twisted 
Sisters, United Gulf Devel¬ 
opments is planning a 27- 
storey development on 
Granville Street. 

• Amour Group's Waterside 
Cetre will be nine storeys on 
Lower Water Street. 

• Louis Resnick is planning 
a 17-floor plus penthouse 
building on Barrington and 
Granville Streets

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Weight-loss surgery back 

Limited program expected to be fully underway in 3 to 4 years

Weight-loss surgery is 
now being performed on a 
limited basis in the 
province. But a huge back¬ 
log means many patients 
won’t go under the knife 
anytime soon. 

About 1,000 morbidly 
obese people are on a wait 
list for the stomach-reduc¬ 
ing surgery, says Dr. Jim 
Ellsmere, Capital Health’s 
bariatric (weight-loss) sur¬ 
gery director, recruited 
from Boston in December. 

A few years ago, the hospi¬ 
tal cut back some elective 
surgeries, including bariatric 
surgery, due to a shortage in 
anesthesiologists and operat¬ 
ing room time. People who 
could afford to left the 
province to get the surgery 
done or waited years in frus¬ 
tration to get it. 

Ellesmere, who special¬ 
izes in laparoscopic sleeve 
stomach resection, has 
performed 20 surgeries. 
He’s training two other 
surgeons in Halifax, with 
the goal to perform 200 op¬ 
erations next year. 

“It takes away their 
hunger,” he said. “Because

they’re no longer hungry 
they don’t struggle with 
caloric-restricted diets. As 
a result, they lose weight 
very quickly.” 

Patients typically lose up 
to 30 pounds in the first 
month and about 75 per 
cent of excess weight over 
one to two years. 


Brian Butt, health servic¬ 
es director of surgical spe¬ 
cialties and renal program, 
says the surgery is part of 
the hospital’s multi¬ 
faceted obesity program, 
which is still in the works. 
Involving surgeons, nurs¬ 
es, a psychologist, endocri¬ 
nologist and nutrition 


counseling, the program is 
expected to be fully under¬ 
way in three to four years. 

“What we hope to do in 
a program is to put some¬ 


thing in place that’s going 
to help people to not reach 
the stage where they need 
surgery to care for their 
obesity,” Butt said. 


Saving lives 

• In an ideal world, morbid¬ 
ly obese people wouldn't 
need surgery. They would 
lose weight slowly by eat¬ 
ing less and exercising 
more, but bariatric surgical 
director Jim Ellsmere says 
that's very difficult to do. 

"Once you become mor¬ 
bidly obese it becomes diffi¬ 
cult to exercise," he said. “If 
you can't exercise and exert 
yourself it's very hard to 
lose weight and keep it off." 

Ellsmere says the medical 
argument for the surgery is 
that it saves lives. “Studies 
have shown that there are 
less cancer deaths as well as 
cardiac deaths in those pa¬ 
tients who undergo surgery 
for morbid obesity,” he says. 

Ellsmere says it costs socie¬ 
ty less to perform the surgery 
than to treat weight-related 
diseases, such as Type 2 dia¬ 
betes and hypertension. 

"From a society point of 
view it's actually a cost-ef¬ 
fective measure,” he says. 

The most rewarding part 
is giving people back their 
lives, he says. Many people 
can't work because of their 
morbid obesity. “By losing 
150 pounds they, all of a sud¬ 
den, became a productive 
member of society again."

Bracing for bad weather

Environment Minister 
Mark Parent says Nova Sco¬ 
tia needs to get ready to 
adapt to climate change as 
well as fight it. 

The East Coast is set for a 
heavy season of tropical 
storms and possibly even 
hurricanes, with high wa¬ 
ter temperatures foment¬ 
ing the wicked weather. 
Some link that to climate 
change and say Atlantic 
Canada could be hit harder 
as the planet heats up. The 
International Panel on Cli¬ 
mate Change said rising 
sea levels could one day 
make Nova Scotia an is¬ 
land. 

“The experts are telling 
me that despite any efforts

at mitigation, we’re still 
going to experience cli¬ 
mate change,” Parent said 
yesterday. 

“We are also working 
with the four Atlantic 
provinces,” the MLA said. 
“There is money for a cli¬ 
mate-adaptation centre or 
centres in Atlantic Canada 
... After northern Canada, 
Atlantic Canada is on the 
forefront of the effects (of 
climate change).” 

“You’re talking poten¬ 
tially big, big dollars,” he 


said of how much adapta¬ 
tion could cost. 

He added it will be 
cheaper to address it soon¬ 
er rather than later. Still, 
the province is taking pre¬ 
ventative measures like 
weaning off coal in favour 
of renewable resources. 

Cheryl Ratchford of the 
Ecology Action Centre said 
the group supports both 
preventative and adaptive 
actions. 

“More needs to be done 
in terms of government 
policy to support local, re¬ 
newable development,” 
she said, suggesting the 
government help people 
who want to set up wind 
turbines. “Currently, re¬ 
newable-energy produc¬ 
tion can only occur when 
Nova Scotia Power re¬ 
quests proposals.”

Noted sculptors work on church art 


Sydney Eighteen months 
after Zion Wesley United 
Church in Gabarus Lake 
burned to the ground, con¬ 
struction has begun in 
earnest to replace the 
house of worship for about 
80 members of the sur¬ 
rounding community. 

One special piece of the 
rebuilding effort will in¬ 
clude a sculpture derived 
from materials native to 
Cape Breton that will hold 


special meaning among 
the local community, 
which is made up of many 
small fishing villages. 

World-renowned sculp¬ 
tors Joe Landry and Brian 
Gazeley will design and 
build a sculpture that will 
be “larger than life,” as 
Landry described it. 

“We made the decision 
to give them a piece simi¬ 
lar to the resurrected 
Christ that we did for the 


National Cathedral and 
Ground Zero (in New York 
City),” Landry said from 
Halifax. 

Landry expects to incor¬ 
porate coal and steel — 
two of the economic build¬ 
ing blocks of Cape Breton 
during most of the last 
century — and other mate¬ 
rials such as white or Vati¬ 
can stone, which is casting 
materials that produce 
stone-hard casts with 


sparkling, stone-lilce tex¬ 
ture. 

It’s unknown how long 
it’ll take to complete the 
project. 

Among the most re¬ 
markable pieces created by 
Landry and Gazeley have 
been sculptures commis¬ 
sioned to celebrate the 
100th birthday of Rose 
Kennedy and the 99th 
birthday of the Queen

Note to crooks: If Penny 
Hart is the police officer 
chasing you, just give up. 

The Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice sergeant isn’t merely 
fit. She’s done so many 
half-triathlons she can’t 
count them all. On Aug. 24, 
she’ll do her first full 
triathlon, in Penticton, 
B.C., as part of the Iron 
Cops team fundraising for 
cancer research. 

Hart trains a minimum 
three hours a day, and a 
maximum 10 — that’s af¬ 
ter a 10-hour shift. 

“The word ‘freak’ has 
been used,” laughs Hart, 
40, who says she’s in better 
shape than when she first 
started doing triathlons 15 
years ago. 

For those of us who 
don’t spend half our day 
working out, a triathlon is 
a 3.8-kilometre swim, fol¬ 
lowed by a 180-lcilometre 
bike ride, and then a nice, 
leisurely 42.2 kilometre 
run. 

Hart expects to finish 
the triathlon in 12 to 13 


hours, but she’s not plan¬ 
ning to watch the clock. 

“You can do all the train¬ 
ing you want, but there’s a 
point at which it all be¬ 
comes mental,” she said. “I 
don’t want to do this by 
the clock; I want to do this 
by how I feel.” 

Hart’s goal is to run a 
marathon in every 
province. She’s done five 
so far. 

“I’m thinking that’s 3 Vi 
hours. I’m used to that. 
That’s nothing.” 

Det.-Const. Darrell Long- 
ley is joining her on the 
triathlon, along with two 
civilians. They’re hoping to 
raise $20,000. They’re part 
of a national triathlon 
team, Iron Cops, which 
raised $1.3 million during 
a 2006 triathlon and is 
hoping to beat that this 
year. 

Hart and Longley are get¬ 
ting their heads shaved 
Aug. 15 at a 5 p.m. 
fundraiser at the Frigate 
Pub, below the Pogue Fado. 
It features live entertain¬ 
ment, and it’s open to the 
public. If you’d like to 
pledge, call the Canadian 
Cancer Society at 423-6183.

Canada Post employees 
are worried that a federal 
review of the corporation 
is not transparent enough 
and will result in job loss¬ 
es, fewer services and 
higher prices in rural 
areas. 

New Democrat MP Peter 
Staffer and MLA Graham 
Steele held a press confer¬ 
ence yesterday with Jeff 
Callaghan, national direc¬ 
tor Atlantic region for the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers to publicly share 
their concerns. 

Callaghan worries the 
privatization of Canada 
Post is on the horizon be¬ 
cause other countries have 
done so and the chair of the 
Canada Post Strategic Re¬ 
view panel, Robert Camp¬ 
bell, has been a proponent 
of deregulation in the past. 

“Canada Post must not be 
deregulated,” Callaghan 
said. “We can’t go down the 
road as other countries have 
around the world with dev¬ 
astating effects to services.” 

Callaghan says the peri¬ 
od for input (May to Sep¬ 
tember 2) is also too short 
and no public hearings are 
scheduled. He’s upset that 
it’s during the summer 
months when many are 
away on vacation. 

Transport Canada 

spokesman Jean Riverin 
says the guiding principals 
of the review clearly indi¬ 
cate, “Canada Post will not 
be privatized and will re¬ 
main a crown corporation.” 

While part of the review 
will focus on the corpora¬ 
tion’s ability to remain fi¬ 
nancially self-sustaining, 
Riverin says “Nothing is 
even finalized right now as 
far as collecting all the in¬ 
formation necessary.” 

He said the review panel 
is independent from Cana¬ 
da Post and the depart¬ 
ment, and was chosen by a 
separate body. 

The closing date for sub¬ 
missions is Sept. 2.

Actors get Thunder-struck

Everyone in Tropic 
Thunder owes something 
to someone else. Before 
making the film, Ben Stil¬ 
ler hesitated about acting 
in it as well as cowriting 
and directing. 

The guy he envisioned as 
Tugg Speedman, action 
star so desperate for a hit 
that he makes a war movie 
in a real jungle with hid¬ 
den cameras? Tom Cruise. 

“(Cruise) was lined up to 
play Ben’s part, then Ben 
rethought it and put him¬ 
self in the role,” says Steve 
Coogan, who plays the di¬ 
rector within the film. 

According to Justin Ther¬ 
oux, Stiller’s cowriter and 
executive producer, “In my 
mind, Ben was always go¬ 
ing to play that part. He’s 
done aging action stars 
well, previously in The Ben 
Stiller Show.” 

But Cruise is a friend of 
Stiller’s, and got involved 
anyway. “He read the 
script and he was like, ‘You 
have fun (mocking) actors 
- it’d be great to see you 
doing something with a 


studio guy,”’ says Stiller. 

Thus, the character of Les 
Grossman, foul-mouthed 
studio boss, was bom, and 
Cmise was hooked. 

“The studio head charac¬ 
ter was pretty small origi¬ 
nally, and it was Tom who 


kept saying, ‘That charac¬ 
ter should be bigger,’ and 
eventually he ended up 
playing it,” says Coogan. 

It’s not hard to see why 
Cmise wanted to poke fun 
at studio heads, given his 
well-publicized 2006 rift 


with Viacom CEO Sumner 
Redstone. 

“There’s nothing better 
for an actor in Tom’s posi¬ 
tion than to be able to sati¬ 
rize that which he is in¬ 
volved in, and he went at it 
with glee,” says Nick Nolte, 


whose own Vietnam vet 
character owes something 
to Oliver Stone. 

Interestingly, Robert Dow¬ 
ney Jr.’s character — an ac¬ 
claimed Australian actor 
who dyes his skin to play an 
African American — wasn’t

based on Russell Crowe. 

“He was written as an 
Irishman,” reveals Stiller, 
“then (Downey]) said, ‘I 
think I can improvise bet¬ 
ter in Australian.’” 

Downey’s inspiration re¬ 
mained Irish. “I was think¬ 
ing of Cohn Ferrell, particu¬ 
larly when I’m standing out 
on the balcony (naked). I al¬ 
so wanted to have a love 
child in my hand. I just 
wanted to be like, ‘How dare 
you look at this baby I had 
with this woman you’ve 
never met?”’ 

Downey was so inspired 
by Tropic Thunder, he got 
Theroux the job of writing 
the Iron Man sequel.

Contrasting role 
at centre of Amal

Amal, the hero of director 
Richie Mehta’s movie of 
the same name, is a unique 
mix. Rickshaw driver, ma¬ 
ma’s boy. Reticent and 
placid, yet devoted and 
passionate. Part Forrest 
Gump, part Jesus Christ. 

“I think that’s the best 
way to put it,” said Rupin- 
der Nagra, who portrays 
Amal. “That’s what it is: 
He’s got all these saintly 
qualities, but yet he’s 
oblivious to it all.” 

Amal drives a rickshaw 
in bustling New Delhi, In¬ 
dia. 

In a world where every¬ 
one is trying to get an edge 
or a buck, Amal isn’t. As 
the story and the financial 
stakes escalate around 
him, Amal stays put. 

“Here you’ve got a guy 
who’s a nice guy, which 
you don’t normally see on 


the screen,” said Nagra 
over coffee in Toronto. 
“Nice guys who aren’t cor¬ 
rupted and don’t have to 
go through redemption 
and all that stuff. 

“But on top of that, he 
doesn’t do things because 
he wants anything in re¬ 
turn. He doesn’t even real¬ 
ize how nice he is. To him, 
this is just the way you lead 
your life.” 

Amal, an entry in last 
year’s Toronto Internation¬ 
al Film Festival, has won 
numerous awards on the 
festival circuit, prizes 
picked by both critics and 
fans. 

But if Nagra had acted on 
his initial reading of the 
story, he wouldn’t have tak¬ 
en the role. It was the end¬ 
ing that got to him. 

“I read it, and I was really 
upset,” Nagra said about 
the short story (written by 
Shaun Mehta, the director’s 
brother) the film is based 
on. 


“I remember if took me 
half an hour to call Richie 
(Mehta) because it just blew 
me away. It made me look 
at myself, and how do I val¬ 
ue success? 

“When I realized that, I 
was like, ‘Oh my God — 
this is an amazing story.’” 

But a tricky portrayal for 
Nagra. You might call it act¬ 
ing from within. 

“Richie and I had lots of 
conversations about that,” 
said the Indian-born, 
Hamilton-raised actor. “It’s 
really about, OK — these 
are the emotions, but then 
reel them in, and keep 
them inside. I remember 
the first couple of days of 
shooting, it was a challenge 
because you want to react 
to something, or you could 
go over the top in terms of 
really, really holding it back 
in. 

“Once I found that zone 
of how to play him, I was 
really comfortable keeping 
it inside.”

Smith’s porn comedy 
gets rating reprieve 



Clerks director Kevin 
Smith has made a porn 
movie the whole family 
can watch. His racy come¬ 
dy, Zaclc and Miri Make a 
Porno, successfully ap¬ 
pealed its restrictive NC-17 
rating, and will be released 
on Oct. 31 with an R rat¬ 
ing, which allows viewers 
under 17 to see it as long 
as they are accompanied 
by an adult, distributor 
Weinstein Co. said. 

Films tagged with an NC- 
17 are off limits to anyone 
aged 17 and under, and 
generally disappear at the 
box office. No NC-17 films 
have been released since 
2005, according to the Mo¬ 
tion Picture Assn of Ameri¬ 
ca, which administers the 
ratings system. 

Zaclc and Miri Make a 
Porno stars Seth Rogen and 
Elizabeth Banks as room¬ 
mates and platonic friends 
who make a pornographic 
film to escape ruinous debt. 
But they soon find out cre¬ 
ating a porno is more emo¬ 
tionally complicated than 
they had expected. 

It was initially given an 
NC-17 rating for “some 
graphic sexuality.” The 
MPAA said it overturned 
the rating on Tuesday, after 
hearing statements from 


Kevin Smith 

Smith and Weinstein Co. 
attorney Alan Friedman. 

“This is a great day for 
Kevin Smith fans and we 
are grateful that the 
MPAA’s appeals board was 
able to overturn what we 
felt was an unwarranted 
and overly restrictive rat¬ 
ing,” Harvey Weinstein, co- 
chairman of the Weinstein 
Co, said in a statement. 

Even with an R rating, the 
filmmakers still face nu¬ 
merous marketing restric¬ 
tions aimed at protecting 
youngsters. 

The biggest R-rated come¬ 
dy in the last 10 years was 
2005’s Wedding Crashers, 


which made $209 million 
US, and ranks No. 80 among 
all-time movies, according 
to tracking firm Box Office 
Mojo. It incidentally fea¬ 
tured a cameo by Republi¬ 
can presidential contender 
John McCain. Two of 
Smith’s previous comedies, 
Clerks and the 2004 Jersey 
Girl, also had their original 
MPAA rating overturned by 
the appeals board, the We¬ 
instein Co. said. Clerks end¬ 
ed up with an R rating and 
Jersey Girls got a PG-13, 
which warns that “some 
material may be inappropri¬ 
ate for children under 13.”

Star Wars goes the 
animation route

feature George Lucas is a 
boldfaced liar. He said he 
was finished with the Star 
Wars franchise. 

Forever. 

But sure enough, here 
we are, three years after 
Revenge of the Sith hit the¬ 
atres and sci-fi fans are 
gearing up for the big- 
screen return of Star Wars: 
The Clone Wars. 

Set sometime between 
the Attack of the Clones 
and Sith, this installment 
pits Analcin Skywallcer in 
the middle of an inter- 
galactic war led by Count 
Doolcu. 

There, he joins Obi-Wan 
to lead the charge against 
the separatist army for the 
freedom of the Old Repub¬ 
lic (it helps if you’ve seen 
the other movies).

Well, Lucas did actually 
have a hand in helping 
launch Pixar — the anima¬ 
tion giant behind Wall-E 
and Finding Nemo. 

As such, Lucas decided to 
tell his Star Wars story 
combining such disparate 
influences as computer an¬ 
imation and anime. 

“It allowed us to be veiy 
dynamic and aggressive 
with the things in Star 
Wars,” explains Filoni. 

“All the things that were 
pushing your imagination 
already, we slid into an ani¬ 
mation world and really in¬ 
tensified.” 

“I had a 
lot of 
free¬ 


dom. Pretty much (Lucas) 
said make it something no¬ 
body had ever seen before 
and make it great and he 
sent me out the door.” 
With that freedom, Filoni 
was able to craft new char¬ 
acters, including Ahsolca 
Tano, a young Jedi who is 
assigned the task of Sky- 
walker’s apprentice. 

“The writer and I kind of 
thought, ‘well, it would be 
great to have a girl’. 

“We haven’t seen a girl 
Jedi really as a focus char¬ 
acter,” insists Filoni. 

“It was fun. I got to pick 
what alien species she is 
because she’s not totally 
human.” 

Time will tell how audi¬ 
ences will react to Ahsolca 
(will she be Boba Fett or Jar 
Jar Binlcs?) or if fans will 
embrace this latest Star 
Wars installment, but one 
thing’s for sure — if 
George Lucas is satisfied, 
this galaxy from long ago 
and far, far away may 
not be over yet.

he thing I remem¬ 
ber most about 
Beijing was how it 
tasted. Not the 
Peking Duck avail¬ 
able along Wangfujing or 
the local delicacies at the 
Donghuamen Night Mar¬ 
ket. It was the air: particu¬ 
late lead, cadmium and 
chromium, seasoned with 
sulphur and garnished 
with dust from the en¬ 
croaching Gobi desert. 
Whatever you’ve been 
reading about Beijing’s 
pollution problem is not 
exaggerated. If anything, 
it’s being underreported. 

The second thing that 
struck me was how West¬ 
ern the city was trying to 
be. Young people are 
spending huge amounts on 
luxury goods, both real 
and fake. They also want to 
rock. 


My state-assigned guide, 
Emily — real name: Wan 
Ting; her English teacher 
encouraged her Western¬ 
ization by having her take 
the first name of her 
favourite writer, Emily 
Bronte — was most proud 
of the iPod Nano knock-off 
she bought at Silk Alley, 
the seven-floor state-spon¬ 
sored temple to trade¬ 
mark infringement east of 
Tiananmen Square. Her 
playlists, however, were a 
little thin, consisting of 
lots of Celine Dion (“We 
love her in China!”) and a 
female singer-songwriter 
from New Zealand of 
whom I had never heard, 
despite Emily’s protesta¬ 
tions that she was in fact 
very big all over the world. 


Emily had never heard of 
U2 or Coldplay. She was 
aware of the Beatles and 
the Rolling Stones, but 
claimed not to like any¬ 
thing they’ve done. And 
when I asked her where 
she got her music for her 
iFake, she said “Our gov¬ 
ernment allows us to 
download whatever music 
we like from the Internet. 
We don’t have to pay for 
our music like you do in 
the West!” She then 
launched into the glories 
of China’s one child policy. 

To be fair, there’s not 
much of a music industry 
in China outside of the pi¬ 
rates who press counterfeit 
CDs. The main avenue for 
music discovery is online, 
usually through Baidu, the

big Internet service. 

But change is coming. 
First, Google launched a 
China-only music search 
engine this week that gives 
users access to free legal 
downloads. Second, hoards 
of Westerners are descend¬ 
ing for the Olympics, many 
of whom are bringing 
along their morally cor¬ 
rupting rock music. Wide¬ 
spread access to rock 
launched social, economic, 
artistic, political and sexu¬ 
al revolutions in the West. 
Could the Olympics be the 
Trojan horse by which this 
virus is fully introduced in¬ 
to China?

Andrew Malcolm detailed 
how Winfrey’s show has 
lost half a million viewers 
since this time last year, and 
how her “favorable ratings 
had fallen from 74% to 66%

A mention of this shift 
last April, while the Demo¬ 
cratic primaries were still a 
contested thing, prompted 
an avalanche of comments 
on the Times blog by female 
Hillary supporters angry 
about Winfrey abandoning 
what they considered the 
most viable female presi¬ 
dential candidate ever. As 
noted on several blogs at 
the same time was the like¬ 
lihood a notable portion of 
Winfrey’s viewership — 
stay-at-home mothers — 
might have been Republi¬ 
can supporters. Many com- 
menters on the Times blog 
said they’d switched their 
allegiances to Ellen De- 
Generes’ show, while others 
claimed to have sold their 
TVs to buy ammunition. 

Winfrey’s ratings have 
been declining for much 
longer than the current 
election cycle, however, as 
the Times noted a drop in 
viewers from nine million 
during the show’s zenith 
three years ago to 7.3 mil¬ 
lion today, with a 25 per 
cent loss of female audience 
between 25 and 54 during 
the same period. Still, it 
could have been worse; she 
could have endorsed Ralph 
Nader — or Ron Paul.

Stalking, creepy spies 
a pleasure to paint

Living in his Vancouver 
high-rise apartment, 
Trevor Van den Ejnden 
would open his blinds to 
discover black birds — 
crows and ravens — 
appearing to watch 
him. 

“There are probably 
more there than in any 
other cities I’ve lived in,” 
said the NSCAD Universi¬ 
ty graduate, who has a 
new show of works at Ar- 
gyle Fine Art. 

“They kind of seek me 
out and haunt me, I guess. 
There is an attraction 
there,” said the Pictou-na- 
tive. “Observing them, 
they act like spies and 
creepy things that stalk 
people in the night. They 
are funny creatures to 
watch.” 

In his exhibit — on dis¬ 
play all month — Van den 
Ejnden has taken black¬ 
birds out of their ele¬ 
ments and set them 
amongst images of moni¬ 
tors, television sets and 
CDs, creating dark and 
quirky mixed-media 
works. 

“Crows have such a 
foundation in the mythol¬ 
ogy of different cultures, 
folklore and myths, so 
they are a pretty well 
known icons and have dif¬ 
ferent meanings to differ¬ 
ent people.” 

Van den Ejnden said he

began exploring 
theme when 
he made a 
piece for Ar- 
gyle Fine 
Art’s food- 
based Sweet 
Tooth.

“They encouraged me 
to do more, and it snow¬ 


balled from there and be¬ 
came a body 
of week.” 

His birds 
appear to 
shimmer — 
their black 
features 
showing ele¬ 
ments of 
pinks and 
blues and 
other 

colours. The 
effect comes from the 
process he uses to create 
his pieces. 


It starts with metal leaf¬ 
ing, which Van den Ejn¬ 
den places on the canvas 
and then tarnishes. He 
then adds transfer images 
to the surface and begins 
to paint using slow and 
thin layers. It can take 
months to complete a sin¬ 
gle work. 

“It is wonderful and 
frustrating at the same 
time,” he said about the 
process. “The idea is to 
keep the luminosity of 
the metal coming 
through.”

Investigation

LEGAL The U.S. Attorney’s 
Office closed its investiga¬ 
tion into Heath Ledger’s 
accidental overdose death 
and will not enforce a sub¬ 
poena against Maiy-Kate 
Olsen, a law-enforcement 
source has told People.

The U.S. Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice and Olsen’s rep both 
declined to comment. 

Ledger, 28, was found 
dead in his New York 
apartment on Jan. 22, and 
the coroner determined 
the actor died of an acci¬ 
dental overdose of pre¬ 
scription drugs for pain, 
anxiety and sleep. 

The federal probe fo¬ 
cused on how he obtained 
Oxycontin and Vicodin, 
two powerful and often- 
abused painkillers for 
which Ledger had no pre¬ 
scription. 

Masseuse Diana 
Wolozin found 
Ledger lying on his 
bed shortly after 3 
p.m., and called Olsen 
three times, records 
I show. The longest call 
lasted one minute and 
three seconds.
